DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). Tine drawings must slnow 
every feature of the Invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the plurality of 
positioning plate being distributed in row., must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the clalm(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
Is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 1 02 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 10-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by prior 
of record to JP 2003-89195. (herein after '195) 

Re claim 10, with reference to figs. 2, 3, '195 discloses the instant claimed Inkjet 
recording head comprising: a plurality of head units (8) arranged in a plurality of line 
arrays, the head units having a head pitch such that the head units are distributed along 
regular intervals over a straight line, the head units each having a plurality of nozzles 
(7); and, a plurality of positioning plates (10) that fix positions of the head units, the 
positioning plates being distributed in rows parallel to the straight line, wherein a 
spacing of the nozzles along the line arrays and a non-perpendicular angle of the line 
arrays relative to the straight line provide a resolution of the Inkjet recording head. 
Re claim 1 1 , wherein the positioning plate is equipped with a slit (see opening 13) that 
wedges and pushes the head chip of the head unit in such a fashion that the airtight 
bonding of the positioning plate and the head unit's head chip permit fixing the position 
of the head unit in relation to the positioning plate. 

Response to Amendment 

4. Applicant's Amendment filed August 1 5, 201 0 has been entered and carefully 
considered. Claims 1-9 have been canceled. Claims 10-18 have been added. 
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However, arguments with respect to claims 10-1 1 is not deemed to be 
persuasive because the positioning plates have not been shown in fig. 9 as remarked, 
and opening 13 is as close as described as being a slit. Further, even if the plurality of 
positioning plates are shown, they are not patentably distinct from the prior art because 
the difference between the claims and the prior art is a mere duplication of the essential 
working parts of the positioning plate which has been shown to involve only routine skill 
in the art. 

In view of the foregoing reasons, the examiner asserts that all limitations have 
been properly evaluated and that the rejection as applied remains proper. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
